from a. fall," McClelland said last 
night. "He had so many bruises 
that it's hard to figure how he 
was bruised so badly from a fall." 


An autopsy performed at the re- 


quest of Ikeler's former wife show- 
ed Ikeler had suffered a broken 
nose, two badly blackened and 
swollen eyes and approximately 30 
bruises. 


Superior Court Upholds Law 
Banning Sale oi Fireworks 


Philadelphia, (IP)—A Pennsyl- 


vania law banning the sale and 
use of fireworks was upheld as 
constitutional today by the State 
Superior Court. 


The unanimous decision, which 


was written by President Judge 
Chester H. Rhodes, reversed an or- 
der of the Franklin County Quar- 
ter Sessions Court which had de- 
clared 
the so-called "fireworks 


law" unconstitutional. 


The case came to the Superior 


Court on appeal by the common- 
wealth against a lower court deci- 
sion setting aside the conviction 
of Val B. Bristow, a Waynesboro 
storekeeper, who had been indicted 
on charges of selling a toy can- 
non in which substances that pro- 


duce an explosion are used. 
« 


Bristow had claimed that the toy 


cannon was harmless and that the 
definition of the term ''fireworks" 
on the state law went beyond the 
proper exercise of the police pow- 
er and that it was both vague and 
^definite. 


"Children in particular need pro- 


tection from such devices," Rhodes 
wrote. "It was the legislative in- 
tent that the explosion of such 
fireworks should be proscribed as a 
danger to health and safety and as 
a nuisance resulting from the un- 
reasonable, audible defect." 


The lower court had set aside 


the jury conviction of Bristow 
without acting on his request for 
a new trial.

Kansas City Area 
Paralyzed by Worst 
Storm of Season 


Kansas City, Mo. 
(3?)—The 


Midwest's worst snowstorm of the 
season threatened to paralyze the 
Kansas City area today. 


Up to 12 inches of snow was 


forecast by nightfall. The Weather 
Bureau issued heavy snow warn- 
ings from northeast Oklahoma to 
lower Michigan. 


Six to eight inches had accu- 


mulated in eastern Kansa's and 
western Missouri by early morn- 
ing. 


Winds of 25 to 35 miles an hour 


whipped drifts three to six feet 
deep across highways and all east- 
west roads in northeast 
Kansas 


were blocked. These included U. S. 
40, 24 and 36. North-south high- 
ways were icy and hazardous. 


Conditions in northwest Missouri 


were almost as bad but the Mis- 
souri Highway Patrol reported 
cars with chains and snow tires 
could get through. 


In some suburban sections of 


Kansas City, nothing was moving. 
Snow plow crews worked on the 
main streets all night but the wind 
whipped the snow right back. 


Five to 12 inches of snow fell 


yesterday as the storm moved 
across Kansas and southern Ne- 
braska into Missouri and Iowa. 


The Northeast was earmarked 


for worsening weather with the 
onslaught of a rain and sleet mix- 
ture early in the day. This was to 
be followed by light snow, Weath- 
er Bureau forecasters said. 


Reds Are Believed 
Preparing to Free 
Three Americans 


Hong Kong (AP)-Word that the 


Chinese Red Cross had advised 
Mrs. Ruth Redmond to appeal in 
person to Premier Chou En-Lai 
for her jailed son's release aroused 
speculation today the Reds may 
be preparing to free him and two 
other Americans. 


Mrs. Redmond, of Yonkers, ,N. 


Y., said by telephone from Shan- 
ghai she will fly to Peiping to- 
morrow to intercede with Chou 
on behalf of her son, Hugh, 38, 
serving a life term in Shanghai 
on spy charges. 


Mrs. Redmond disclosed that the 


Red Cross broached the idea Sun- 
day and she accepted at once. "I 
am hoping for the best," she said. 


Mrs. Redmond said the Red 


Cross would make no promises 
and declined to predict what 
Chou's decision might be. 


It 
appeared highly unlikely, 


however, that the Chinese Red 
Cross would advise such a tnp 
without Chou's full knowledge. It 
was also the Red Cross which sug- 
gested earlier that Mr. Redmond 
and two other American mothers 
visiting -• sons imprisoned in Red 
China apply for a week's exten- 
sion of their visas. The extensions 
were promptly granted. 


MJS. Redmond saw her son in a 


Shanghai jail this afternoon. 


Mother And 
Four Tots Die 
Of Monoxide 


Washington, Pa., (IP)—A 68- 


year-old grandfather whose frantic 
rescue efforts saved the lives of 
his son and three grandchildren 
grieved today because he arrived 
too late to help his daughter-in- 
law and four other grandchildren. 


Mrs. Dorothy Cox, 29, and four 


of her eight children, were appar- 
ently already dead of carbon mo- 
noxide poisoning when the grand- 
father, Howard J. Cox, arrived at 
their home yesterday afternoon in 
West Finley RD 1, 15 miles south 
of this western Pennsylvania com- 
munity. 


Deputy Coroner Graham P. Co- 


wieson said the victims died of 
carbon monoxide poisoning, appar- 
ently from a gas heater used to 
warm the living room of the two 
story home. 


Seriously ill from the lethal 


fumes were Eugene Cox, Sr., 38, 
and his children, Terry, 4; Marilyn, 
3; and Ricky, 2. All were reported 
in fair condition early today at 
Washington Hospital. 


Dead on arrival at the same 


hospital were Mrs. Cox; Eugene 
Jr., 11; Randy, 7 months; Teresa, 
9; and Dale, 10. 


The grandfather, a retired mi- 


ner with first aid training, said he 
drove to his son's home in late af- 
ternoon with some groceries. 


Getting no response after re- 


peated and increasingly frantic 
knocks, the 68-year-old Cox open- 
ed the front door which was block- 
ed by the body of Eugene, Jr. 


Inside he found the bodies of 


Mrs. Cox and Dale in living room 
; chairs. Randy was dead on the 
couch. Terry, still breathing, was 
sprawled beneath a record player. 


After carrying Terry to the front 


porch, Cox rushed upstairs and 
found "Ricky and Marilyn alive in* 
their crib. Teresa was dead on a 
nearby bed. 
The father 
was 


stretched across the bed, gasping 
for air. 


The grandfather said he rushed 


to each member of the family to 
determine 
whether 
they 
were 


ahve. He said he breathed into the 
mouths of his son and Marilyn and 
Rickey. 


James Devenny, who lives 200 


yards from the Cox home, and his 
son-in-law 
James 
Smith 
were 


changing a tire when they were 
attracted 
by the 
grandfather's 


shouts. 


Grandfather Cox said he shop- 


ped for groceries for the family 
only because his son's auto was 
disabled. Otherwise he would not 
have gone to the house when he 
did.

2^a on either the receipts or ex- 
penditures, whichever was greater, 
in their first salary "feeler" which 
was rejected by the auditors. 


Next, the commissioners offered

with a ceiling of $11,000. After 
that amount had been spent and 
'received, the salary percentage was 
to have dropped to one quarter of 
one percent. This was also refused 
by the auditors. 


Because of certain increases in 


expenditures of county funds, this 
salary percentage will bring in an 
estimated $2,000 more to Treas-

Sheriff Malcolm McLeod said 


that if the R.ev. James Cole, 33, 
of Marion, S. C., did not meet the 
deadline, he would begin legal pro- 
ceedings for his arrest in South 
Carolina. 


Cole describes himself as head 


of the Klan in both Carolinas. 


A Robeson County grand jury— 


composed of three Indians, two 
Negroes and 13 white men—indict- 
ed Cole and Klansman James Gar- 
land Martin of Reidsville, N. C., 
yesterday on charges of inciting 
riot. In addition, the grand jury 
cited others of the KKK "unknown 
to the state.", 


The charges stemmed from the 


Klan's short-lived rally Saturday 
as several hundred Indians, firing 
shotguns and rifles, drove the 
Klansmen from the site, near Max- 
ton, 30 miles from here. 


After the grand jury action, Su- 


perior Court Judge Clawson L. 
Williams recommended a bond of 
$1,000 for Cole. Solicitor prosecu- 
tor E. Maurice Braswell immedi- 
ately issued an arrest order. 


Authorities already had custody

COMMITTEE 
VOTES FUND 
FOR MISSILES 


.Washington (&) —The House 


Appropriations Committee today 
voted an emergency ?1,410,000,000 
fund to speed missile programs 
and give more punch to the Air 
Force retaliatory power. 


This is 40 million more than 


President 
Eisenhower requested 


two weeks ago. 


The addition is all for the Army, 


to bolster its missile programs. A 
last-minute revision doubled the 
proposed increase by allotting 20 
million for the Pershing project, 
aimed to develop a solid-fuel suc- 
cessor to the Army's 200-mile 
range Redstone. 


Of the total, 1% million is new 


cash and 150 million is authority 
to transfer funds already avail- 
able. The 40 million dollar in- 
crease is in the transfer funds. 


The House will consider the 


committee's action tomorrow and 
there are indications of a strong 
drive to boost this sum. 


The new money will be made 


available to the Defense Depart- 
ment immediately to finance space 
age weapons programs which are 
developing faster than anticipated. 


The Navy is allotted 350 mil- 


lion dollars in new cash, of which 
296 million is for construction of 
firing' the Polaris ballistic missile. 
The committee described the mis- 
sile-toting subs as a major deter- 
rent to any nation that threatens 
the peace and a retaliatory weap- 
on of great magniture.

D. J. DRISCOLL 


The Times-Mirror 3olns with his many other 


friends and admirers throughout the district, state and 
nation in mourning the death of the Honorable D. J. 
Driscoll, who passed away in his home at St. Marys 
Saturday evening at the age of 86. 


It was while he was representative in Congress 


from this district from 1935 to 1937 that residents 
of this area learned to know and love this colorful 
figure from Elk county. At that time the district was 
comprised of Elk, Forest, Warren, Clarion, Venango 
and Mercer. It was in 1937 that Gov. George H. Earle 
appointed Mr. Driscoll chairman of the Pennsylvania 
Public Utility Commission. Mr. Driscoll served in this 
capacity until 1941 when he resigned to become a 
trustee of the Associated Gas & Electric Co., which 
was in Federal court receivership, a post he accepted 
at the personal request of President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt completing his duties in this connection in 
1946. He was a delegate or alternate to five Demo- 
cratic national conventions which covered a span from 
Al Smith to Adlai Stevenson, and many of those trips 
were made with the late S. E, Walker, founder of the 
Times Publishing Company. 


He was a prominent Democrat on the local and 


state level, but it was a loveable characteristic of Den- 
ny Driscoll that he never permitted politics to inter- 
fere with friendships. For fifty years he carried on a 
flourishing law practice during which time he gained 
fame for his ability as a trial lawyer. He retired from 
active politics in 1946, but retained an active interest 
in all affairs to the last.

Here and There 


A. much-tossed around problem 


fifty years ago, was the annexat- 
ion of Gladerun and other sections 
near the Borough line. Taken from 
the Warren Mirror, January 17, 
1908, is the following report by a 
citizen on the matter: "I want to 
say a few words regarding annex- 
ation, as I am quite sure the coun- 
cil and citizens are not aware of 
its consequences and undesirabil- 
ity to Warren Borough. It seems 
to be the general opinion that to 
annex adjoining properties to the 
Borough is a benefit to the Bor- 
ough at large, but this is a mis- 
taken idea. It means a continued 
outlay with insufficient revenue 
to pay for its improvement. For 
example I will illustrate the man- 
ner in which the Seventh Ward 
came into the Borough. The Sev- 
enth Ward, like all other wards, 
and like Gladerun, presented a pe- 
tition to the Council asking for an- 
nexation, sttaing that all 
they 


wanted was the benefit 
of our 


schools, and that nothing else was 
expected at present. But inside of 
one year they asked for lights, 
then for sewers, then 
for 
new 


cross walks, 
then for sidewalk 


grades, then for street grades, all 
of which has been granted. And be- 
cause some people living on The 


descent built their homes too 


close to the street line, the coun- 
cil kindly allowed the sidewalk to 
be placed six feet from the curb, 
and I venture to say that line will 
never be placed back where it be- 
longs. When you extend sidewalks 
in this manner it means to surren- 
der property that does not belong 
to you, and no council has such a 
right. Bear this in mind, 
when 


they came in all they wanted was 
the benefit of our schools, this is 
what has been done for them. Now 
see how little they have paid to- 
ward all the improvements they 
have received. The assessed valua- 
tnon of the Seventh Ward is $188,- 
800, and the millage at twelve mills 
amounts to a total of $2,266 40 
that the Seventh Ward pays into 
Warren Borough. There 
has al- 


ready been paid out more money 
in the Seventh Ward 
than the 


Borough can realize from her taxes 
in ten years to come. Since its an- 
nexation it has become necessary 
to raise the millage of the Bor- 
ough two mills, possibly not for

Congress Fired on From All 
Sides to Revise Tax Laws 


BY PETER EDSON 


NEA Washington Correspondent 


WASHINGTON— (NEA)—Pressures are mounting in Congress to 


do some high, wide and handsome revising of the tax laws. 


This doesn't make much sense in the light of demands for more 


government spending on missiles. But people never Vtay satis- 
fied with tax rates, particularly when they're high- 


The Eisenhower administration thinks it did a pretty good job 


of tax revision in 1954, with cuts of over 7% billion dollars. The 
line now is that what was done in 1954 was ail right, but there 
should be more of it. 


Advocates of tax "reform" now make the pitch that it would 


help end the business recession, stimulate dynamic growth of the 
economy and increase tax collections even though certain tax rates 
might be reduced. 


National Association of Manufacturers spokesmen want individual 


income tax rates cut to a minimum of 15 per cent from the present 
20 per cent. The maximum would be 42 per cent in place of the 
present 91 per cent. Corporate tax rates would also be cut to 42 
per cent from the present 52. 


THIS WOULD ADMITTEDLY give a better break to higher 


bracket taxpayers. It is justified on the grounds that tax rates 
above 50 per cent now bring in only a billion dollars, or 3 per cent 
of the total of 37 billion now collected. 


Also, it is admitted that high income tax rates now give people 


an incentive to cheat the tax collectors. 


A cut in capital gains tax rates might unfreeze a tot of capital 


which investors now cling to rather than pay a 25 per cent tax 
on their profits. This is a theory which can't be proved without 
trying. 


Another proposal is to treat^ capital gains as ordinary income, 


paying the same tax rate. This is opposed on the theory that it 
would drive capital from risk investments into safer things, thus 
slowing up economic growth 


FROM A POLITICAL standpoint, reductions In capital gams tax 


rates can't be made unless" similar cuts are given lower bracket 
income taxpayers who don't hold investments. 


President Keith Funston of New York Stock Exchange has 


lobbied for increasing the 1954 dividend income credit -from 4 to 
\Q per cent. The argument is that this would stimulate new in- 
vestment. On the other hand, AFL-CIO spokesmen argue that the 
dividend income credit should be ended. 


President Eisenhower now favors tax concessions to aid small 


business, though they were opposed last year. 


The new concessions will not be reductions in tax rates, but 


technical changes. They will allow some small corporations to 
receive tax treatment like partnerships, spread out estate taxes 
and permit gi eater depreciation on secondhand equipment. 


U.S. CHAMBER OF COMMERCE is lobbying for changes in 


present depreciation calculation formulas. 


There is some agitation to end the split income provision which

North and South have a lay 


down for a small slam since all 
South need do is draw trumps, es- 
tablish dummy's clubs by ruffing 
one and get over to dummy with 
the king of hearts. 


When I watched the hand played 


North and South reached game all 
right but never came near to the 
slam and there was considerable 
discussion as to how the hand 
should have been bid. 


Everyone agreed that if North 


opened with two clubs,, six spades 
would -be a cinch to get to but they 
also felt that North's hand should 
be opened one only. 


The final decision was that 


North should have bid irregularly 
but strongly in order to get to 
the small slam. 
His first rebid 


should have been a mere three 
clubs. 
He would take a chance 


that South would pass this but it 
wouldn't be much of a chance.

County's Share of Costs in 
Federal Spending $18,468,000 


(Special to the Times-Mirror) 
Harnsburg—Warren county re- 


sidents will be required to pay out 
approximately $18,468,000 in Fed- 
eral taxes as their share oi the 
cost of the Federal spending1 pro- 
gram of $73 9 billion proposed by 
President Eisenhower for the com- 
ing fiscal, year, the Pennsylvania 
State Chamber of Commerce es- 
timated today. 


For Pennsylvanians as a >vhoU, 


the potential cost in direct and 
hidden Federal taxes was placed 
at approximately §5,276,000,000, an 
increase of $264 million over Penn- 
sylvania's share of the lower pre- 
Sputnik budget presented by the 
President a year ago. 


The statewide share of the pro- 


posed budget was computed by the 
State Chamber on the basis of a 
statistically - weighted 
formula 


which shows that Pennsylvanians 
pay 7.14 percent of the cost of 
running the Federal government. 
If Congress cuts or increases the 
budget proposals, Pennsylvania's 
burden would fall or lise propor- 
tionately. 


To make the county shares of 


the Federal burden more meaning- 
ful, the State Chamber released 
the following comparisons :- 


1. Warren county's prospective 


tax MU for Federal spending 
in 


the 1958-59 fiscal year is $18,468,- 
000 lower $7.000,000 than the to- 
tal wages and salaries paid to em- 
ployes m manufacturing in this 
county in 1956. The wage-salary 
total for Warren county in 1956 
was $25,274,000, according to the 
State Department of Internal Af- 
fairs. 


2. Warren county's 
prospective 


$18,468,000 Federal tax "bite" for 
the corning -fiscal year compares 
with the county's total assessed 
valuation of taxable real property 
of $30,876,000. The latter figure 
was reported by the State Tax 
Equalization Board and covers as- 


sessments for county tax purposes 
in 1956. 


Carrying these comparisons to 


the state level, the State Cham- 
ber reported that Pennsylvania's 
estimated Federal tax share of $5,- 
276,000,000 is over four-fifths 
as 


much as total wage and salary 
payments to manufacturing em- 
ployes in 
1956. The statewide 


wage-salary total was $6,358,954,- 
COO. The statewide total of prop- 
erty assessments' for county tax 
purposes amounted to §11,951,235,- 
000 -or only slightly more than 
double the potential one-year Fed- 
eral tax bill of Pennsylvanians.. 


Individual county shares of the 


1958-59 Federal budget cost were 
computed by" the State Chamber 
by prorating the eseimated state- 
wide cost among the 67 counties 
on the basis of population, retail 
sales, market volue of taxable rea] 
property, and estimated effective 
buying income.
